seek to enforce upon issuance of a patent. 1 The instant request does not identify a material 
mistake in the publication made by the Office: 

The error in the continuity claim is an Office mistake, but it is not a material mistake ^required 
bv 37 CFR 1 221(b) The improper priority claim is not a material mistake because it does not 
affect the public's ability to appreciate the technical disclosure of the patent apphcation 
pSbUcationl to determine thelcope of the patent application publication or to determine the scope 
of the pnmsional rights that an applicant may seek to enforce upon issuance o £ patent The 
specification and clams were accurately published, thus one can read and understand to ^content 
oKapplication. The error also does not affect the use of the patent apphcation pubhcatooc i as a 
prior art feference, because the earliest priority date is correctly published. While .some of the 
related continuity data is missing, anyone looking to tetermine the effective date ot the 
pubKcation as a reference would have to order the provisional apphcation files and would be 
reviewing PALM.
